"and the people should avail them- 
selves of this opportunity to protect 
other residents front suffering injur- 
ies in falls ou icy.walks. 


"The. city and property bjyners are 


liable for negligence- in permitting ico 
to accumulate and remain on side-! 
walks. The city must insist that the 
walks bo cleaned and a.r. once at. that. 
If tho -walks cannon be cleaned of ice 
sand, or it sand is not available, then 
fine ashes, not. cinders, should be 
Sprinkled liberally on the walks. 


"Failure to clean walks of ice is
